Dale's charges that 
the county 


court dominated by influnce of the 
klan resulted in the contempt case 
against him. 


The affidavit sworn out by War- 


ner asserted that Dale printed this 
remark in discussing the work of 
the Delaware county grand jury: 


"Another who sat on the jury 


was one Raymond Warner, a yonng 
man of twenty-three years of age. 
He was mixed up once in an auto- 
mobile stealing scrape and in liquor 
transactions but. his pull with the 
Kti Klux Klan gang in power pro- 
tected him from prosecution.'1
